Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1957. 


Statistics  for  the  year  were  very  satisfactoiy . There 

has  been  an  increase  of  2.2  per  thousand  resident  population 
in  tho  Birth  Rate,  and  a decrease  of  2.1  in  the  Death  Rate. 
Corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1957 
are  - Birth  Rate  16.15,  Death  Rate  11.475. 

One  child  under  4 weeks  of  age  died. 

Infectious  diseases  totalled  97,  but  68  were  measles,  and 
18  whooping  cough.  3 cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  reported, 
all  of  whom  were  admitted  to  hospital,  and  subsequently  made  full 
recovery.  No  cases  of  diphtheria  and  only  1 new  case  of  tuber- 
culosis were  notifod. 

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

Water  supplies  for  Ityhall  and  Ketton  were  chlorinated  at 
source  and  satisfactory  bacteriological  tests  wore  made. 

Details  of  housing  will  be  found  in  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspect orb  Report.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIONS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES

of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year.

MEAT  AND  FOODS 


One  slaughterhouse  only  in  the  Parish  of  Ketton  has  contined  to  be  in 
regular  use  for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  and  pigs,  beef  requirements  for  the 
District  being  slaughtered  at  Stamford. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  was  466,  100$  inspection 
being  maintained. 

The  moat  condemned  comprised  5 Pig's  Heads  and  Tongues,  7 Mesenteries  and 
5 completed  Plucks  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  1 complete  Pluck,  2 Spleens 
and  2 Kidneys  together  with  1 Sheep's  Liver  affected  with  other  conditions. 

The  only  other  food  condemned  consisted  of  three  6 lb.  tins  of  Corned  Beef. 
Details  of  animals  si  ughtered  and  inspected  are  given  in  the  following  Table:-

Milk  and  Dairies 

There  are  no  distributors  of  milk  (i.e.  non-producers)  operating  from 
premises  within  the  District.  The  Supplementary  Licences  for  the  sale  of 
Designated  Milks  are  the  same  as  last  year. 

FACTORIES 


The  number  of  premises  on  the  Register  remains  unchanged  and  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  issue  any  notices  during  the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Investigatibn  and  appropriate  measures  of  disinfection  were  carried  out 
respecting  3 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  of  which  2 were  at  Ketton  and  1 at  Ryhall 
and  also  in  respect  of  a case  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Ketton,  Similar  action  was 
taken  in  respect  of  a case  of  Tubercular  Meningitis  in  the  Parish  of  Tinwell. 
Inquiries  were  also  mode  in  the  connection  with  2 cases  of  Dysentery  at  Ketton 
and  Ryhall. 

No  case  of  infestation  by  bugs  was  discovered  during  the  year,  but  1 dirty 
house  was  cleansed  by  the  occupier  as  a result  of  informal  action. 


NEW  BUILDINGS 


64  Plans  were  deposited  during  the  yearj  of  these  63  were  approved  under 
the  Building  Byelaws  and  1 was  disapproved.  The  approved  Plans  included  those 
for  32  new  dwellings  (31  at  Ryhall  and  1 at  Ketton). 

Developementof  a plot  of  land  at  Ryhall  by  a local  firm  of  builders  as  a 
housing  estate,  consisting  of  small  houses  for  sale,  proved  that  there  is  a 
brisk  demand  for  such  houses  on  sites  where  main  water  and  sewerage  are  readily 
available. 

17  private  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  at  Ryhall. 


SCAVENGING 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  service  has  operated  during  the  year 
smoothly  and  with  very  few  complaints.  The  system  of  working  overtime  to 
cover  all  loss  of  working  hours  by  holidays  and  sickness  continued  in  operation. 
The  issue  of  standard  bins  still  continues  steadily.  The  new  tip  to  supersede 
that  at  Barrowden  Road,  Ketton,  has  been  put  into  operation  in  the  Parish  of 
Tinwell  to  serve  Ketton,  Tinwell  and  Tixover. 

SEWERAGE 

The  Ryhall  scheme  has  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  a further 
29  premises  have  been  connected  and  29  closets  converted  to  W.C.s.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  21  premises  still  not  connected  to  the  scheme.  Some 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  sludge  and  it  is  hoped  that 
farmers  will  make  better  use  of  the  manural  value  of  this  commodity  which  is 
available  free  on  collection  to  any  farmer  in  the  District.  It  is  regretted 
that  no  further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  proposed  schemes  for  Ketton, 

Little  Castorton  and  Great  Casterton.  The  provisions  of  a scheme  for  the  Parish 
of  Tinwell  was  under  investigation  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  supplies  for  the  Ketton  and  Ryhall  areas  have  again  been  adequate  both 
in  quantity  and  quality  and  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  from  the 
Colly  west on  spring  has  continued  to  improve  but  all  water  supplied  through 
the  Council’s  mains  is  chlorinated  and  samples  of  chlorinated  water  have  been 
uniformly  satisfactory. 

At  Tixover  the  rate  of  connection  to  prot.  ide  houses  has  continued  to  be 
regrettably  slow.  At  Clipsham  the  scheme  has  at  last  been  completed  and 
brought  into  operation,  and  here  there  is  only  one  house  remaining  to  be 
connected  to  the  main  supply. 

Early  in  the  year  a fracture  was  discovered  in  the  Pickworth  Road  main  at 
Great  Casterton  and  following  on  its  repair  the  quantity  of  water  pumped  showed 
a considerable  and  satisfactory  reduction.  At  the  end  of  the  year  various 
leakages  in  the  house  connection  on  the  Council’s  new  housing  estate  wore  under 
investigation.

HOUSING  INSPECTION 

No  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  and  therefore  little  progress 
was  possible  with  slum  clearance.  It  may  be  that  future  Council  building  will 

be  in  the  form  of  construction  for  old  poopLe,  with  the  object  of  releasing  a 
number  of  unoccupied  larger  houses. 

Three  applications  for  Imipcwements  Grants  were  received  and  efter  investigation 
recommended  for  grant.  A grant  was  made  by  the  Council  in  each  case.  Approved 
grant-aid  Schemes  were  completed  at  5 houses  during  the  year. 

In  the  following  statistics  ’houses  made  fit'  includes  a number  of  otherwise 
fit  houses  at  Ryhall  connected  to  the  main  sewer  \^ithout  the  necessity  for  any 
written  notice.

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Water  Supplies 


The  supplies  f or  t-Ho  Kot-ton  anri  rjybn.ll  ai-eafi  have  again  been  adequate  both 
in  quantity  and  qualify  and  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  from  the 
Collyweston  spring  has  shown  some  improveraent  but  all  water  supplied  through  the 
Council's  mains  in  chlorinated  and  samples  of  chlorinated  water  have  been  uniformly 
satisfactory* 

The  laying  of  mains  at  Tixpnrer  was  carried  out  and  completed  during  the  year 
but  connection  of  houses  is  proceeding  very  slowly  despite  the  provision  of  free 
connections  to  the  boundary  of  properties* 

At  Clip sham  further  delays  in  connection  with  the  pumphouse  supply  tank  and 
electricity  supply  have  meant  the  continued  use  of  the  water  through  the  temporary 
scheme  throughout  the  year  although  the  main-laying  was  carried  out  expeditiously* 

This  schene  has  been  dogged  with  various  misfortunes  throughout  ’out  I hope  that  in  my 
next  report  I can  record  its  completion  in  entirity* 


Losses  by  bursts  caused  a good  deal  of  concern  on  t e Ryhall  group 
scheme  in  which  a number  of  leaks  caused  a considerable  rise  in  qunt.i  *r  of  water 
Jumped*  A number  of  defective  communicating  pipes  were  found  and  repaired  with 
consequent  reduction  in  pumping  costs* 

Six  samples  of  chlorinated  water  were  all  .reported  satisfactory 
bacteriologic  ally  and  of  8 samples  of  unchlorinated  water  5 w re  satisfactory  and  3 
unsati sf act ory • 

Housing  I n,s  )octoifl 

With  the  completion  of  the  final  10  of  the  scheme  for  42  houses  at  Ryhall 
land  the  withdrawal  of  the  Government  Housing  Subsidy,  the  Council's  schemes  have  for 
the  time  being  none  to  an  end.  Even  with  the  aid  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Subsidy 
rents  are  such  that  few  dwellers  in  su.ch  houses  can  afford  the  re  >.t  of  a new  house  and 
therefore  slum  clearance  for  the  ' in©  being  is  likely  to  proceed  only  as  relots  bocome 
I available* 

Seven  application  for  Jmprov  ment  Grants  were  received  and  .after  investigation 
recommended  for  grant*  A grant  was  ma  e bg  the  Council  in  each  case*
